Regarding claim 1, the closest cited prior art [Wolff et al. (GB82306669A)] fails to teach 
or suggest a method for providing information in a document including: establishing 
personalized user content preferences; selecting and formatting information corresponding to the 
content preferences; and printing the formatted information in a document VIII at least one user 
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interactive element the formatted information including visible information having a spatial 
extent of which corresponds to the user interactive element and coded data the coded data being 
coincident with the visible information and enabling a user to indicate a response to associated 
information in the document, by interacting with the element using a sensing device which is 
adapted to sense the coded data when placed in an operative position relative to the visible 
information and transmit response data to a computer system using the sensed code data. 

Dependent claims 2-3 and 5-19 are also allowed for the same reasons as above.
